Mr. Thompson finds a different condition of things 
now. The Church stands firmer than ever, though 
the Garrison Abolitionists are not yet reconciled to 
it, and tbe people of the North have shown tbeir real 
feeling towards slavery by welcoming gladly the op¬ 
portunity offered by tbe war to seek its utter destruc¬ 
tion. They could not be persuaded by the Abolition¬ 
ists to violate the fundamental law in order to kill 
slavery; but they are ready enough to kill slavery in 
order to maintain that la w. Facts have corrected Mr. 
Thompson’s former notion that it was necessary to 
destroy the American Church and Union in order to 
destroy slavery; he should also correct his false no¬ 
tion that there is any attachment to slavery among 
the people of our free States. And if he also corrects 
himself, and avoids that looseness of personal invec¬ 
tive, indecorous even in a citizen and disgusting in a 
stranger, which formerly marked his public efforts in 
this country, Mr. Thompson’s third visit to the United 
States may neither be unpleasant nor unprofitable to 
himself. He will not find the American people, how¬ 
ever, in a mood to be patronized by himself or any 
other Englishman, for after such treatment as we 
have had from the British government and people, 
their approval or disapproval is a matter to which 
»e are not in the least degree sensitive.

Some months have passed since my last letter to 
The Tribune on this subject. It was, I think, in June 
last. Just about that time, I pulled the mask off the 
face of the old fossils under the lead of Maffit, then 
Controller of the State. They then sought to still 
the rising waves of Abolition by pouring what they 
called Union oil upon them; but instead of being 
what they swore it was, it proved to be Pro-Slavery 
venom, and the result was a storm that swept this 
reactionist party out of existence. Yon will remem¬ 
ber how indignantly Mr. Maffit denied my impeach¬ 
ment of his pretended Union Slavemongering party; 
but it was all in vain. I had struck the serpent, and 
the people dispatched him in last November with 
twenty odd thousand good and sufficient blows. 

The Administration did not believe, at any time, 
from June to November, that the people of Maryland 
were in real earnest about abolishing slavery, and 
restoring to their God-given rights some eighty odd 
thousand slaves which the rebellion had left us. It 
thought that we -were running our machine on too 
high a plane, and that we should be smashed up. 
Hence Postmaster-Gen. Blair’s copperish speech at 
Rockville, and many other little things, kindly in¬ 
tended to break onr fall and teach us humility. But 
the people’s backs were up, and they swept all be¬ 
fore them, in spite of lukewarmness and hostility in 
unexpected quarters, in spite of the Governor and 
the reactionary party headed by Maffit. It is true, 
tbe military authority, then wielded by that very 
earnest and able General who consigned the infa¬ 
mous Vallandigham to the shades of private life, 
sympathized with us and our cause, and he not only 
threw no obstacles in our pathway, but actually re¬ 
moved many stones that got there, no one now cares 
to inquire how. 

The President would not only not interfere in our 
matters, but forbade the exercise of any Federal in 
fluence, beyond the moral support that his own hos¬ 
tility to slavery afforded, and Gen. Schenck did 
nothing that any real friend of his country could ex¬ 
cept to. He simply did his duty. He protected the 
ballot-box from violence and the pollution of traitors’ 
votes, so far as his power went, and had not the 
Governor intervened, Col. Holland would now be 
holding Mr. Harris’s seat from the 5th District. 


In Baltimore, the Reactionists, or rather the new 
Abolitionists who are for abolition provided it never 
takes place, those gentlemen who jump into other 
people’s saddles, without reference to the ancient and 
venerable right of property even in saddles, had 
stripped for a life-and-death fight.

American. J

The original Abolitionists, by whom l do not meai 
the Republicans of Maryland, but the Know-Nothings, 
Democrats, and old Whigs, did not care a snap of 
their fingers as to the men who should carry out 
Abolition in the State, and hence they rather enjoyed 
the extraordinary conversions of their recent oppo¬ 
nents and the eagerness with which they seized upon 
the offices to be distributed. But these original 
Abolitionists intend to hold the new converts up to 
the line of their duty, and they have the power to 
do so. 

The Convention bill is as good as secured, and that, 
too, under auspices of the most favorable sort, look¬ 
ing to the final result.

Onr Yankee soldiers 
now carry in their brains and tbeir knapsacks tbe 
plans of machines which will develop the South with¬ 
out the comparatively feeble aid of the African ma¬ 
chine. In its day and generation slavery did a good 
work for the eountry and for civilization; but it has 
outlived its usefulness. During what may now be 
called the latter period of its existence it exhibited 
signs of dpgeneracy, and indulged in abominations 
which gave evidence that it was near its end. Even 
without this rebellion slavery could not have sur¬ 
vived for many more years. It was losing its polit¬ 
ical power. Its materiaj power was on the wane, 
since corn, and not cotton, was really king. This 
rebellion, inaugurated by ambitious and disappointed 
' poHtie'mus, ucler the plea of protecting slavery, has 
given the institution its death-blow. Not one 
out of a thousand is now a pro-slavery man. 
immense majority at tbe North—to say nothing, at 
present, of the South—is anti-slavery. When the 
war is over the South will be thrown open to the 
emigrants from Europe, who will be attracted by tbe 
fine climate, and will thoroughly develop the South¬ 
ern resources. Here, not in Mexico, is the home for 
what Napoleon terms the Latin race. Let the Demo¬ 
cratic party place themselves upon the platform of 
the abolition of slavery by a constitutional amend¬ 
ment, with Grant or some such hero j»s their candi¬ 
date. and he will be almost unanimously elected. 
But if they blindly follow their present leaders, and 
attempt to oppose public opinion, instead of going 
with it, they will be dasbed to pieces like the insane 
bull which attempted to stop a locomotive under fell 
speed by running against it.

This universal disposition of tbe slaveholding 
grates—those which never joined tbe rebellion, and 
those which have been reclaimed from the rebellion 
—to adopt emancipation voluntarily, as tbeir only 
true policy, and to make immediate and sweeping 
work of it, serves to show how little practical effect, 
after all, will attach to anything Congress does, or 
leaves undone, on this subject. Were the proposed 
amendment ot the Constitution, prohibiting slavery 
everywhere within the limits of the United States, to 
be referred by Congress to-morrow to the various 
States for their adoption, it could scarcely be con¬ 
sented to by three-fourths of the several States, as tbe 
Constitution requires, before the very name and sem¬ 
blance of slavery would have disappeared, so that 
the amendment would have no more practical appli¬ 
cation than if it related to the Hindoo castes or to 
the feudal system of the Middle Ages. It would take 
least a year or eighteen months for all tbe twenty- 
een States—tbe requisite number—to act through 
their Legislatures, many of which Legislatures only 
meet biennially. Before that time every reorganized 
rebel State will be living under a Free State Consti¬ 
tution of its own adoption, as independent of tbe 
operations of any such amendment as Massachusetts 
or Michigan. If there be rebel States at that time 
still without a loyal Free State organization, it will be 
only because they are still unconquered, and no Con¬ 
stitutional amendment can facilitate conquest. That 
is military work exclusively; but work the very 
finishing of which finishes slavery also. 


proxy, and who bad earned some notoriety as an es¬ 
pecial friend and appointee of Mr. M. Blair, proposed 
Francis Preston Blair, Sen., as a delegate to tbe Re¬ 
publican Union National Convention. This was the 
signal for a dissenting expression of opinion by the 
Convention that, completely silenced the mover, and 1 
some eight or ten others who favored his motion.

Nominations for delegates to the political State 1 
Convention of the 22d inst. were then proceeded 
with, and every man nominated arose and avowed 
himself a Lincoln man lpr the next Presidency, and 
adopted the Radical Abolition shibboleth, tbe war- 
cry that carried tbe city. The man who nominated I 
Mr. F. P. Blair, Sr., as Delegate at Large to the Na¬ 
tional Convention was pitted against Mr. Streeter, 
from the Eleventh and Twelfth Wards, but Mr. 
Streeter beat him by 79 to 16—5 blanks! This was 
confirmation, strong as holy writ, of the temper or 
the Convention, which then adopted resolutions of tbe 
most radical order, placing the principle of the abo¬ 
lition of slavery first, and nominating Mr. Lincoln, as 
the representative of that principle, for tbe next 
Presidency. 

A number of gentlemen was then nominated as 
candidates for tbe State Constitutional Convention, 
from whom will be selected 11 for the city ticket. A 
Committee of three decided Radicals, of which Mr. 
Streeter is Chairman, was appointed to catechize the 
candidates, and to report to an adjourned meeting of 
tbe Convention the 2d of March. 

The news from the counties is very gratifying. 
Kent County sends up to the State Convention of the , 
22d inst. three ultra Radicals. The meeting that 
sent them resolved that the time bad come to reject 
with scorn tbe blandishments of the harlot, slavery, 
etc. Baltimore County has sent up a sort of skimmed- 
niilk delegation, but there may be some cream float¬ 
ing to tbe surface be fire the work is done.

MISREPRESENTATIONS OF OUR VIEWS. 

At the recent annual meeting of the Massachusetts 
Anti-Slavery Society in this city, a resolution was 
presented by our friend Wendell Phillips, in rela¬ 
tion to the animuB of the government in its dealings 
with rebeldom, to whieii we offered an amendment, 
and expressed our dissent, from some of tbe views 
taken by Mr. Phillips. Tbe telegraphic account of 
the discussion, sent in every direction, was anything 
but a lair statement of it. We were made to say 
that we bad greatly diminished our faith in Fremont, 
because he had not publicly favored the proclamation 
of amnesty! We said the proclamation of emanci- 
cipation of January 1, 1863, which we heartily ap¬ 
prove, and not that of the amnesty, to which we 
s decidedly opposed. 

Tbe exact language we used in regard to Gen. Fre- 
ont was, that our “ interest in him had been lessen- ] 
cd,” because be bad given no expression of satisfac¬ 
tion at the two great measures of the government for 
the suppression of the rebellion, namely, the enlist¬ 
ment of tbe blacks, and the liberation of all the slaves 
in the revolted States. Not that we suppose be ' 
hostile to either of those measures ; but we are su 
that bis public approval of them by- his pen 
voice would have been potent to tbeir more vigorous 
prosecution; and the government has needed every 
approving word in that direction, especially from 
those who possess a commanding influence. 

Mr. Phillips has less faith in the good intentions of 
President Lincoln than we have, and believes he is 
“ ready to sacrifice the honor and interest of the 
North to effect a sham peace.” We honor him for 
manly avowal of his conviction ; and none tbe 
go because it places him in the minority, and sub¬ 
jects him to severe popular criticism. The honesty of 
his conviction is not to be impeached, while its 
soundness "may be questioned without any personal 
feeling. We are not willing to accept of any compli¬ 
ment at his expense. In matters of opinion and com¬ 
parison of views, we sometimes differ from him ; but 
in an uncompromising adherence to principle, we 
have alwavs seen eye to eye. He must be true to 
himself—and he will be, at whatever cost. Those 
who repose more confidence in President Lincoln than 
he does, find no justification for abusing him. The 
services he has rendered the cause of freedom, and in¬ 
deed whatever is worthy of preservation in oar coun¬ 
try, for more than a quarter of a century, at great 
pecuniary cost through his munificent disposition 
aud self-sacrificing spirit, and to the utter abandon¬ 
ment of all hope of political advancement, should ever 
shield bun from bitter and disparaging criticism. 
However jealous he may be of the government, it is 
not for a factious purpose, but solely to avert what 
he regards as impending danger to the cause of im¬ 


partial liberty .-

Tbe only way to abolish slavery legally, and the 
best way to abolish it effectually, is by an amend¬ 
ment to the Constitution. Some Abolitionists, like 
Gerrit Smith, have contended that the Constitution 
does not recognize slavery, and that, consequently, 
slavery is itself unconstitutional. This is an absurd 
position ; for, although the words “ slavery ” and 
“ slaveholder ” are not mentioned in the Constitution, 
yet that instrument does virtually recognize slavery, 
and protect the slaveholders in the enjoyment of their 
property. Another class of Abolitionists, led by 
Wendell Phillips, have endeavored to abolish slavery 
by abolishing the Constitution, which they have 
called “ a covenant with death and a bond with bell.” 
This position is equally absurd; for if we abolish 
the Constitution we abolish the government author¬ 
ized by that Constitution, and the result is anarchy, 
and perhaps a despotism. We repeat, therefore, that 
the right way to abolish slavery is neither to take 
the Constitution precisely as it is nor to abolish the 
present Constitution altogether, but to amend it u 
the manner which the Constitution itself provides. 

The proclamations of the Presidential joker have 
not abolished slavery. They have practically accom¬ 
plished absolutely nothing. In tbe first place, they

IA MASS Convention was held yesterday in Memphis, 
inaugurating a general movement in Tennessee for 
the reorganization of the civil government in t 
State. One of the features of the call, we observe, 
that “ emancipation, immediate and unconditional, is 
our best and only true ■policy.” The Unionism of tbe 
State has settled firmly on that principle. 

It is extraordinary how completely the idea of 
gradual emancipation has been dissipated from the 
public mind everywhere, by the progress of events. 
Before the rebellion, it was accounted the very extreme 
of anti-slavery fanaticism to believe in die possibility 
of immediate emancipation without social ruin. The 
wisest anti-slavery men of the day, whether in this 
country or in Europe, assumed it almost as an axiom 
that there could be no transition from slavery j| 
freedom without an apprenticeship, or some other i 
rangment that should deaden the shock. All ol i 
acts of emancipation by England and the continent 
nations, aud by our own Northern States whenever 
they applied to more than a mere handful of slaves, 
were invariably baaed on that assumption. It took 
our own State not less than twenty-eight years t 
consummate the gradual extinction of the systet 
after the Emancipation law was passed. ^ Long 
after the rebellion opened, even when U had ’ 
a generally accepted fact that slavery must 
an end, the idea still adhered that the emancipatton 
must be gradual in order to be safe. President Lin¬ 
coln, in his recommendation to Congress of appropri¬ 
ations to induce the Border States to initiate a system 
of emancipation, was particular to make if appb 
only to gradual emancipation. Even so late as la 
Jane, the Missouri Convention passed its Emancipi 
tion Ordinance so framed that no slave should go tree 
before 1870, and the younger ones not until long 
afterwards. , 

But all these gradual methods are now naraiy 
more thought of than if they bad been> obaotete a 
century. The people of Missouri, through their -Le¬ 
gislature, have convened another Convention to make 
a complete end of slavery without delay. In Itaxy- 
land immediate emancipation is the order of the nay. 
The Convention to frame the Free StiUe Constitution 
which is to be elected on the first Wednesday of 
April, and to meet on the last Wednesday of the samk 
month, will not think of adopting any other plan. In 
Louisiana, in Arkansas, in Florida, and in fact where-1 
ever the purpose of emancipation is entertained at 
all, there seems to be an almost unanimous agree¬ 
ment that immediate emancipation is tbe wisest and 
fact the only practicable method 
The change of opinion on this subject is a remark¬ 
able illustration of the practical aptitude of tbe 
American mind. With hardly an effort, theories and 
prejudices, that had apparently rooted themselves in 
deeply as to become a part ol it, are discarded,! 
new ideas, in keeping with a new condition of 
affairs, are conceived, and conformed to, almost by 
universal consent. It is recognized that whatever 
may be the advantage theoretically of gradual over 


also said that the tariff caused the war. That lie 
about tbe Morrill tariff was coined to serve the Eng¬ 
lish market, to excite the antagonism of the commer¬ 
cial classes of this country against the protectionists 
of the United States, and the lie having served its 
purpose by alienating tens of thousands of English¬ 
men from tbe cause of tbe North it was time to con¬ 
sign it to that infernal limbo to which all lies must 
go sooner or later. Then Mr. Spence said that the 
people of England were in favor ot the South, and 
that 30,000 people at Ashton had memorialized the 
government to interfere and close 'the war. Then 
wby did not the friends of tbe South hold 'a public 
meeting in Manchester ? The Southerners had taken 
the Free-Trade Hall in the outset with that intention, 
and they were obliged to pay the rent of the room 
though they did not use it. They knew that their re¬ 
solutions would be out-voted, and that amendments 
would pass against them. He challenged Mr. Spence 
to a full discussion of the whole American question, 
and was willing to devote the proceeds to some 
charity. The cause of the war was not geographical 
position, difference of race, State rights, or tariffs, but 
wholely and solely slavery. For all tbe misery that 
had been caused, and' all tb'e blood that had been 
spilt, Jefferson Davis and his compeers were guilty 
and their condemnation was sure. They rushed to 
arms not to destroy tyranny, but to establish it ; not 
to free men, but to rivet on four million of their 
fellows the shackles of the slave. They strove to 
form an irresponsible aristocracy in the South. So 
frightful a perversion of everything fair and just and 
•ight was never yet witnessed; it Was a conspiracy 
-ot against the North, but against the rights and 
liberties of mankind. These men, the cream and 
flower of the South, did not think it inconsistent with 
their gentility and chivalry to own slaves, to breed 
slaves, to sell slaves, to flog slaves, to torture slaves, 
to kill’ them (cheers and hisses). By the madness of 
Southern leaders that upas tree was ringed by the 
fires of civil war, the axe was laid at its root, and a 
voice had gone forth from heaven and earth, “ cut it 
down whv cumbereth it the ground ? ” There was 
nothin^ more noble in the history of the world than 
the attitude and action of the Northern people since 
this war began. As a moral spectacle it was unique. 
A million men had sprang up to anpa to save their 
eountry from dismemberment. They had created a 
great naval power, and when the iron-clad monsters 
he saw constructing at Philadelphia, Portland, Boston, 
New York, and Baltimore were finished, they would 
be the greatest naval power in the world. Those 
who asserted that America desired war with this 
country were mistaken, and the writers who excited 
animosity and prejudice between the two nations 
the deadliest enemies of England and of the 
nnman race, Mr. Jones, who had been often cheered, 
concluded with a brilliant peroration, and after be 
had left the platform he was recalled to receive an 
enthusiastic ovation from the apdien oe.—Manchester 
(Eng.)

The four 
Friends could not in consciehce pay anything for 
avoiding what they believed to be an evil, and pre¬ 
ferred to suffer, relying on God for protection and 
support through the trying scenes that awaited them. 

From Raleigh they were taken to Blackwater, V«., 
so closely packed in cars that none could lie down, 
with little food and no water for 24 hours. They 
were assigned to the 52d North Carolina Regi¬ 
ment, Col. Afarshall. On being directed to choose 
n which company they would be attached to, they 
replied that their religious principles forbade their en¬ 
gaging in any military service, or tt> choose any com¬ 
pany. They again refused to pay the commutation 
money, though tempted by the promise that it should 
be applied to civil purposes only. The fact of other 
Friends having paid the commutation was thrown up 
to them, but while the weakness of these fellow-mem¬
